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¢eiving the profits thereof, longer than four years fuc-
ceflively ; and no fheriff fhall hold sny other office at
the fame time; and the legiflature may, from time t0
time, regulate the office of theriff, and require indu-
bitable and ample fecunty to be given for the faithful
pesformance of all the dutiey of bis office. e

XXXIX. That the chancellor fhall appoint the re-
gifter of the chancery court, snd the ‘courr of appeals
fhall appoint their clerk, and the county coprts hall
appoint the profecutor of prefentments and indiétments
in their court, and they may refpectively remove them
for milbehaviour, and £11 up the vacancy ; and the ge-
néral coust snd county courts may remove their re-
fpective clerks for’ milbehsviour, and fill up the vae
cancy. , L .

"XL. That no foreigner, natufalized or made by law
a citizen of this ftaté, fhal] be chigible a3 governor, or
23 & member of the general affembly, or, of the coun«
cil, or a3 an eleQor of the fenate, or capable of hold-
ing sny civil office in this fate, until he thall have
aftually and bend fide refided feven years within’ this
ftate next before his cle&tion or’ lp'?ointment. o

- XLI. That there be a regifter of wills appointed for
each county, who fhall be commiflioned by the govers
nor, after being elected by the joint ballot of the fenate
and houfe of delegases, to be taken in each houfe re-
fpeftively, depofited in a conference room, thé boxes
to be examined by & joint commirtee of both boufes,
and the numbers feverally reported, that the sppoint-
nient ‘may be entered, which mode of taking the joint
ballot'of both houfes fhall be’ sdopted in a1} cafes;
